Devices in Huron Schools 


The Huron School Board 
had the second reading of the 
new Electronic Device Policy 
at the November 17th meet- 
ing. The policy reads as fol- 
lows: 

Students, upon the request 
of, and with permission of 
their parent(s)/guardian(s), or 
request of the student 
him/herself if over eighteen 
years of age, may be in pos- 
session of a cellular tele- 
phone, pager/beeper or other 
electronic communication de- 
vice. Use of the device shall 
be limited to the period before 
classes begin in the morning, 


during the students’ lunch 
period except in grades 6, 7, 
and 8, and after the students’ 
last class after dismissal. 
Such device shall not be used 
during instructional time or in 
the passing of time between 
classes. 

In no cases will any person- 
al communication device be 
allowed that provides for a 
wireless, unfiltered connec- 
tion to the internet. 

Students violating this poli- 
cy may be subject to discipli- 
nary action as prescribed in 
their respective building's 
handbook.

Dem Caucus United: 
TAKE UP TRASH! 


State Representative Kath- 
leen Law (D-Gibraltar) and 
House Democrats, including 
House Democratic Leader 
Dianne Byrum (D-Onondaga), 
held a press conference on 
October 23rd where they un- 
veiled a letter signed by the 
entire Caucus to Speaker of the 
House Rick Johnson (R- 
LeRoy). 

The letter requested that 
Johnson direct the Land Use 
and Environment Committee to 
schedule a hearing on House 
Bills 4098 and 4099, legislation 
that would curb the importation 
of out-of-state and Canadian 
trash. If no hearing was sched- 
uled, the letter said, the House 
Democratic Caucus would 
have no choice but to pursue a 
discharge motion to bring these 
bills to the House Floor for a 
vote. 

The bills put forth by Law 
and House Democrats are: 

HB 4098, which allows 
Michigan to reject trash from- 
states that have a regulatory 
system less stringent than the 
rules we impose on ourselves; 
and, HB 4099, which adds 
returnable containers to the list 
of items prohibited from dis- 
posal in Michigan landfills. 

For nine months, House 
Democrats have waged an 
intensive campaign, launched 
the trash-o-meter and yard 
signs and conducted a series of 
Trash Town Hall meetings in 
communities across the state, 
especially in those areas most 
affected by the importation of 
foreign and out-of-state gar- 
bage, including -_ Sumpter 
Township.
